Rome.

Hoss denounces militias

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 
(Agencies) — The United Sta- 
tes, in a surprise move, flew 
military aircraft to Iran Satur- 
day to evacuate most of the 
families of its military and ci- 
vilian workers still there. 

A pentagon official said five 
C-14I transport jets were be- 
ing used to fly 662 military 
dependents out of Tehran “be- 
cause of the difficulty of bring- 
ing them out by commercial 
a i rimers." 


But fears of trouble ran high 
among both march are and 
Iran's milkary government, 
which has moved Chieftain 
tanks into the center of the 
capital. 

“If you see any sign of un- 
rest, any explosions, it will not 
come from the demonstrators,'' 
said the spokesman, who re- 
fused to be photographed or 
identified.

Shaer was slightly wounded 
Friday by shrapnel in his right 
leg when hjs helicopter was 
machine-gunned by right-wing 
militiamen near Jounieh, lb 
kms {10 miles) north o£ 
fieirut. 

Foreign Minister Fuad But- 
ros expressed to the Saudi gov- 
ernment Lebanon's "regret and 
_ sorrow” over Friday ’s fcn\ 
it was officially 'anntflJhced. * 

He thanked Saudi Arabia 
and. other Arab governments 
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helping in (he restoration of 
peace to Lebanon. 

ibe shooting, which was ap- 
parently a mistake, happened 
as the army and the rightists 
clashed following the abduction 
of several men on both sides. 

in a lengthy statement broad- 
cast by. the state-run Beirut 
Radio, Dr. Hoss accused tbe 
gunmen who attacked the heli- 
copter of using all means to 
strike at legitimacy and destroy 
the state system. 

In a broader condemnation 
of the various militias on all 
sides, he. blamed them for the 
failure of repeated attempts to 
resolve the Lebanese crisis- 
"Those carrying amis and

that these ordeals would not 
have taken place bad it not 
been tor the logic of the gun 
to which they resorted and still 
adhere to?” he said. 

Hoss said all parties were 
urging the state to implement 
a peace plan worked out by an 
Arab foreign ministers’ confe- 
rence in Beneddin on Oct. 15. 

He said: ‘The Beiteddin re- 
solutions include a call for the 

collection of arms why 

don't they lay down their 
arms and why don’t they co- 
operate with tbe state m col- 
lecting it?”. 

The prime minister said the 
various parties were calling on 
tbe government to use torce, 
but he said: “It is they who 
are undermining this torce, and 
they do not hesitate to exploit 
all weak points in the Leba- 
nese situation.” 

He said the gunmen were 
solely to blame for the plight 
of the reiugees, the afflicted 
and the jobless, and that their 
actions jeopardized tne provi- 
sion of badly-needed aid from 
abroad to tackle these human 
problems. 

Hoss concluded: "Ultimate- 
ly, there wRl be no substitute 
for tbe slate replacing all sides 
so that it may be the sole party 
to ch aatpi'oa a single cause.’ 
The attack on the Saudi 
Ambassador while performing 


his duties to help resolve Lhe 
Lebanese crisis brouglH wide 
condemnation trom various 
oiber officials, as scores of 
Lebanese called on the hospi- 
tal where Shaer was being 
treated. He was later moved 
io the American university hos- 
pital in Beirut. 

A hospital bulletin reported 
tbe ambassador was recovering 
rapidly trom the injury and 
would be able to walk wiihin a 
week.

Army communiques said the 
trouble began when militiamen 
kidnapped an army officer, 
Elias Mousa.

The army said two of its 
men were killed later when 
their supply truck was ambush- 
ed nearby. 

The sources dose to the 
Phalangist party denied the re- 
ports and said Mousa was a 
long-standing member of tbe 
parly’s militia.

Security Council urges Israel 
to abandon South Lebanon role

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UNI 1 ED NATIONS, Dec. 
9 (Agencies) — The Security 
Council has called on Israel to 
stop interfering with the ope- 
rations of the U.N. Interim 
Force in Lebanon (UNIF1LJ. 

In a statement also directed' 
at the Lebanese right-wing 
mili tia unite in southern Leba- 
non, the council Friday night 
demanded the removal of obs- 
tacles to the full deployment 
of the 6.000-man U.N. force. 

The council statement was 
approved by consensus at the 
start of a debate on Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim’s latest 
report on UNdFIL. The report. 
«ud the U.N. force had been 
unable to complete «s deploy- 
ment due to lack of coopera- 
tion from the militia and 
Israel. 

i he statement said the coun- 
cil ‘‘expresses its deepest con- 
cern over the grave situation 
in southern Lebanon. 

The council was convinced 
tfaai the obstacles to L/NLFlLs 
full deployment constituted a 
challenge to its authority. 


“lhe council iherelore de- 
mands the removal of these 
obstacles,” the statement said. 

It said UNIFIL’s unimpeded 
deployment would contribute 
signifies nUy io the restoration 
or the authority of lhe Leba- 
nese government and to the 
preservation of Lebanese sove- 

. wigntYi 

“The council, therefore, calls 
upon all those not fully coope- 
rating with UNLF1L, particu- 
larly Israel, to desist forthwith 
from interfering with UN LFIL’s 
operations in southern Leba- 
non” the statement said. 

The council said it would 
review the situation “if and 
when necessary, before 19 
January 1979, so as to consi- 
der practical ways and means 
that will secure the full imple- 
mentation of its resolutions.” 

Jan. 19 is when UNtFIL’s 
current four-month mandate 
comes up for renewal by the 
council. 

In a statement at the start 
of the council meeting. Wal- 
dheim said there had been no 
significant improvements either 


in the situation as a whole or 
in the deployment of UNfcFU- 
since his latest written report 
was published last month. 

In the long run the only dur- 
able and reliable means hy 
which peace and security could 
return to southern Lebanon was 
through the restoration of the 
sovereignty and authority of 
the Lebanese government, he 
said. 

The successful implementa- 
tion of UNIFIL’s mandate 
was an essential part of this 
process. 

■’The fact that this objective 
is so difficult to achieve is cer- 
tainly no reason for failing t° 
make the maximum possible 
effort to achieve it,” Waldheim 
added. 

Lebanese U.N. representative 
Ghassau Tueni told the coun- 
cil that Israel had “pushed its 
real border further north, into 
our country, and established, 
through occupation by proxy, 
a shadow client mini-state.”

25 ’ of Norwegians support 
Nobel prize to Sadat, Begin 


OSLO, Dec. 9 (Agencies) — 
Only 25 per cent of Norwe- 
gians support the joint award 
of the 1978 Nobel Peace 
Prize to Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahern Begin, ac- 
cording to an opinion poll 
published Saturday. 


About 1,400 people were 
polled by the Market Media 
Institute two weeks ago on 
behalf of tbe Oslo newspaper 
“Dagbladet" The survey was 
held before President Sadat 
announced that he would not 
personally attend Sunday’s 
prize-giving ceremony in the 
Norwegian capital. 


The poll showed that 25.7 
per cent questioned are in fa- 
vor of the joint award, 30-6 
per cent were against it and 
23.3 per cent had no opinion. 

In addition, 19.7 per cent thou- 
ght that President Sadat should 
have been the sole winner bat 
only 0.7 per cent believed that 
Begin should have received the 


prize alone. 

Beg^n arrived in Oslo Fri- 
day. President Sadat’s personal 
envoy, Sayed Ahmed Mara, 
came here two days ago to ac- 
cept the Egyptian leader's 
share of the prize. 

Aase Liana es, veteran chair- 
woman of the Nobel Commit- 
tee meanwhile, lashed out at 
critics of the award. 

She said agitation over the 
award was being stirred up for 
political ends. 'Ib an. interview 
with the independent afternoon 
newspaper “Verde ns Gang,” 
she said commentators were 
ignoring the fact that the 1978 
prize was given for the Gamp 
David agreements, which were 
the basis for a future peace 
treaty. 

The reason for the “artificial 
uproar” was more political 
speculation than interest for 
peace in the Middle East, she 
said.

U.S. Government sources 
said Saturday that the "-stop- 
go" flight testing of the new 
delta-wing jet interceptor indi- 


cated the Chinese were having 
design problems with the air- 
craft. 

Intelligence reports showed 
the plane was flight-tested for 
a time and then grounded for 
about seven or eight months. 

American experts believe this 
time was used to go back and 
correct poorly-designed parts 
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of the plane. A redesign of 
parts also could be related to 
an attempt to move the plane 
into production. 

The sources noted that 
China has had quality control 
problems in the production of 
parts for its Soviet-designed 
MiG-21 fighters, which it has 
been building on and off for 
the past five or six years. 

The new Chinese interceptor 
is thought to have nowhere 
near the capability of the new 
American long range F-14, 
F-15 and F-16 fighters. 

its acceleration, manoeuver- 
ability and fire control systems 
were comparable to the Ame- 
rican F-104 Starfighter first in- 
troduced in the 1950s, which 
is being replaced by NATO 
states with the new American 
F-16 and the European Tor- 
nado fighters.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. — 
The treaty that is now being 
negotiated between Egypt and 
Israel constitutes an interme- 
diate solution -of the Middle 
Eastern conflict. The Camp 
David documents are raddled 
with ambiguities that concern 
the Palestinian problem. They 
will have to be lifted in one of 
two ways. 

The Camp David framewonc 
for peace decided the creation 
of a freely elected “self-gover- 
ning authority” for the West 
Bank and Gaza. that will have 
“full autonomy" for five years 
and negotiate with Israel, 
Egypt and Jordan the final 
status of the area, to be sub- 
mitted to a vote by the. elected 
representatives oF the area’s in- 
habitants. Tmplickly but logi- 
cally the outcome is a Palesti- 
nian entiy. either a state sub- 
mitted only to the kinds of 
restrictions on its military so- 
vereignty that would have been 
agreed upon by the negotia- 
tors, or an entity that decides 
on its own to federate with 
Jordan or Egypt Such an out- 
come has been feared by many 
Israelis. But their own govern- 
ment's decision to submit a 
plan for limited Palestinian 
self-rule and to go considerably 
beyond it at Camp David rais- 
es for the first time the possi- 
bility of a solution that would 
meet the essential demands of 
those Palestinians who have 
given up the dream of annihi- 
lating Israel -and of those Is- 
raelis whose concern is for 
security, not territory. 

However, the other possible 


outcome is a destruction of 
the Camp David framework 
because of the refusal of the 
local Palestinians go along with 
the roles assigned to them. Ex- 
tremists on both sides rein: 
force each other. Once peace 
with Egypt is signed. Israeli 
suspicion that the Camp David 
agreement is a trap and a pre- 
lude to a Palestinian state 
could encourge the Israeli go- 
vernment to empty it of all 
substance.

Under the Camp David ag- 
reement, Israel must negotiate 
wKh Egypt and Jordan (whose 
delegations may indude Pales- 
tinians) the conditions, for es- 
tablishing the elected self-go- 
verning authority. This • body 
will define the scope of the au- 
thority’s powers by dealing

‘From die Orient and die 'Desert,’ 
by Ghazi A. Algosaibi. Drawings by 
Andrew Vkari London: Oriel Press,

JEDDAH — Here is a .little gem of a book containing 
IS short poems by Dr. Gbazi Algosaibi and li pencil drawings 
by Andrew Vicari. It bras been beautifully put together by 
Oriel Press and it is the kind of book one would like to be abte 
to buy here and keep -as a souvenir of a sojourn in Arabia. 

Sadly, poets are a threatened species. More concern is 
voiced about the fate of golden eagles and ospreys ihan you 
will ever hear about tbe decimation and decline of poets: To 
produce a book of poems for the market is a risk few pub- 
lishers are prepared to take. The result is that tbe bards are 
silenced at a time when the world needs to listen to their 
prophetic voices. Once, the poet was. in Shelley's phrase, 
"the natural legislator of ■mankind.*' This was in a Golden 
Age, long past recovering, when poetjc sages, seers with ‘The 
power of sight" led tbe way forward in a young world full 
of wonder and mystery. Nowadays, the poet earns his bread 
in some cramped, uncongenial way and plies his craft in a 
lonely, introspective vacuum. The song might well be "Where 
have all tbe Muses gone?” 

Dr. Algosaibi, the Kingdom's Minister of Industry and 
Electricity, here displays a fine talent with words. “From the 
Orient and the Desert” is a refreshing reminder of the power 
A poetic language. In Wordswoxib's definition, poetry is 
"emotion recollected in tranquility.'' One senses that very 
profound feelings have prompted Dr. Algosaibi's pen. There 
•S nevertheless, in his writing a palpable calmness, reconcilia- 
tion and acceptance. In this sense, his poetry is Islamic in 
;ts mood and philosophy. One reads in his verses some of 
the experiences of a sensitive man in love, in homesickness, in 
nostalgia for childhood and in a confident but not strident ad- 
miration of his natiive land. 

Written in unaffected, precise English, in free verse 
forms. the poetry contains vivid imagery, paradox, sadness 
ind joy.

Reading the first poem, “The Orient." one imagines that 
the writer has returned from overseas and he begins to ponder 
on the attitudes of mind which make patterns of behavior so 
different. 

"Here all believe in tears. 

One tear for a farewell; 
two for a reunion" 

"Here we have dreams for food.” ■ 

This theme of visions is taken up. again in “Let us briefly 

Dream." a piece made up entirely of beautifully evocative 
images. 

"Come, let us briefly dream 
of a fountain spraying moonlight, 
of a swing hung in the stars, 
of a legend sung by rain, 
of a cottage in the clouds 
with walls of shadow, 
doors of flowers, 
of a rose tent where 
sunsets live; 

come and you will know 
why a bedouin has to roam.” 

In "Yearning" Dr. Algosaibi recalls the poems of Herrick 
and Marvell wjih, thetr passionate hyperbole, 

‘The color of my love? 

Consult the sunset. 

The taste? Touch flame. 

And size? Attempt 
the universe." 

This exuberant, Carolingian mood is carried through into 
“When Yara Smiles." 

“When Yarn smiles 
a rainbow dances 
in her eyes, 
and dawn escapes 
her lips... 

But when she frowns 
(be breezes cease, 
and spring is gone, 

and joy is lost." 

There is an element, too, of dark pessimism in the poetry, 
recalling Arnold's “Dover Beach” t.*The turgid ebb and flow 


of human misery”). Lines from *’A Man BJlV lliliMrtlU? tins 
despondent mood. 

“...Life a wind- 
blown ruin. Love, legends of a bygone tme. 

The voyage seems a route to nothing. 

A man dies. Earth revolves 

as usual... 

We read obituaries and we walk 

on our own 

graves." 

In a small selection of Dr. Algos.ubi's verse is found a 
great variety of food for thought and speculation. There is 
mystery in the encounters which the poet recollects — they 
cannot have been invented — and surely, there has been 
suffering as well as contentment. 

The poems are splendidly pointed by Andrew Vicari'* 
moving drawings, perhaps the most touching of which is the 
child, for the poem "Your Eyes." The drawings, which arc 
subtle and visionary, capture perfectly some of the complexities 
of the contemporary Arab condition. 

There is great compassion and world wisdom, also, in Dr. 
Algosaibi’s poetry. From “Sadness" these lines exemplify h» 
preoccupation with the human situation. 

"In spring 

sadness grows from soil 
and twins with grass and roses. 

In summer 

sadness melts on every face 
in drops of sweat." 

The poet has insights, too, into the nature of man * 
whole spectrum of feelings, often conflicting triumph and ch : .- 
appointment. In a powerful piece. "Sahara. ’ he writes. 

"I am back, 
anchor in the sand 
face washed with dew. 

I hear you 

whisper; My son! My son! 

Are you back?" — Yes, Mother, 
back — a child 
of endless grief, 
bird that lost its nest." 

It is to be hoped that a much wider readership will soon 
have access to this and to other poetical works of Dr Ghazi 
Algosaibi.

aL MINYA, Egypt — As the

sident Ad war Sadat, who has 
been going through a period of 
gicom over yet another dead- 
lock in his peace “battle" with 
Israel. 

“These are my people, look 
at them,” the Egyptian leader 
told a foreign reporter as he 
waved and smiled to the 

.rowd. 

Sadat seemed pleased to be 
-■•vcy, at least temporarily, 
from the headpehes of negotia- 
ting. Yet the pressing issue of 
Mideast peace, was never too 
ii r away. 

He and Vice President 
Hosni Mubarak sat at a woo- 
den table in the train between 
stops Wednesday to read and 
reread Israeli Prime Minister 
Vienahem Begin’s latest letter. 
Reporters crowded around 
him to hear bis views. He said 
it was too soon to say. 

But tbe crowds were what 
Sadat wanted, a chance to 
“nisei mv people.” Thousands 
iiced the tracks Wednesday on 
•he four-hour train trip from 
Cairo to Al Minya. Then on 
Thursday, be visited four near-

sternly. Advice was dispensed 
and hands were shook. 

For Sadat, the train trip was 
a nostalgic journey into the 
pas*. 

“Thirty-six years ago I en- 
tered Al Minya as a prisoner, 
today I enter it as the guar- 
dian of Egypt;" Sadat told a 
rally at the provincial gov- 
ernment’s headquarters. 

Sadat, then a young army 
officer and fervent nationalist, 
was arrested by the British. 
■He was brought to the Mak- 
oussa detention camp in Al 
Minya in December 1942 and 
spent nearly a year behind 
bars. 

Tbe prison, a one-time pa- 
lace, is now a primary school 
and Sadat visited it on Thurs- 
day. 

It prompted this oratory: 
“Yesterday, another special , 
train drew near Al Minya," j 
Sadat said. “That was a dif- . 
ferent train, and praise be to 
God who shows us that only 
the faithful wiH survive.” ! 

He recalled years of ang-

Arab fund

FRANKFURT. Dec. 9 (R) 
— West Germany, concerned at 
the unrest in Iran, has started 
to finance a large oil-buying 
program by raising loans on the 
■ domestic capital market, bank- 
-tng and energy sources said. 

Banking sources said the 
government had called on the 
Mineral Oil Reserves Associa- 
tion to find two billion marks 
(one billion dollars) credit bet- 
ween Dec. 1 and 1 1 . This 
would cover oil purchases made 
during that period. 


The association was created 
by the government in August, 
and given the task of holding a 
65*day reserve of oil. This 
represents about 18 million ton- 
nes. 

Energy sources said the poli- 
tical unrest in Iran was a ma- 
jor factor in persuading the 
government to speed up its oil 
purchases. 

Iran is West Germany’s big- 
gest oil supplier. In the first 
half of this year West Germa- 
ny took eight million tonnes.

.Europeans meet in Damascus 


DAMASCUS, 'Dec. 9 lAP) 
— The fourth session of a dia- 
logue on Arab-European poli- 
tical and economic cooperation 
began here Saturday under 
the joint chairmanship of Sy- 
ria and West Germany. 

Nine EEC countries and 19 
members of he Arab League 
are represented in the four-day 
meeting on means of promo- 
ting economic cooperation bet- 
ween Arab and European 
countries. 


Egypt, which had been in- 
vited at the insistence of Ger- 
many boycotted the talks. 

The talks are being chaired 
by Hans-Joacim Hille. head of 
Near East Department at the 
German Foreign Ministry, and 
Rasik Joweijati, head of the 
European Department at the 
Syrian Foreign Ministry. 

Addressing the opening ses- 
sion. Foreign Minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam of Syria call- 


ed on the European countries 
to support the Arab efforts “to 
liberate our land and regain 
ine rights of the Palestinian 
people.” “We have supported 
your efforts to unify Europe 
economically and politically,” 
he said. 

The minister added that the 
Camp David accords, which 
Egypt reached with Israel, have 
created more problems, rather 
than achieving peace in the 
Middle East.

The natural tendency in 
bridge is to win a hick when 
the opportunity presents it- 
self. However, there are oc- 
casions when it is better to 
refuse a trick. This is 
especially true in defending 
against suit contracts, when 
declarer ruffs a card and a 
defender can overniff. Quite 
often, the best defense in such 
a situation Is to discard and 
hope to gain an extra trump 
trick hv doing SO. 


Defense 

Here Is a typical case. South 
is declarer at three dubs and 
West finds the best lead of a 
diamo nd. East wins with the 
ten and continues with the A- 
K-J of diamonds. 

Declarer loOows suit cm the 
first three rounds but is awk- 
wardly placed on the fourth 
diamond. In the actual deal 
South goes down regardless of 
which card he ruffs with — 
assuming West defends 
correctly — but let's say that 
declarer ruffs with the ten. 

If West overruns - as he 
might do If he comes from the 
school that believes in taking 
tricks whenever possible — 
South makes the contract 
East’s queen of dubs later 
fniu on dummy's ace and 
declarer easily makes nine 
tricks. 

But If West is well schooled 
in the art of defense, he 
discards a second spade when 
South ruffs the fourth diamond 
with the ten. Declarer 
ultimately loses two trump 
tricks and goes down one. 

West discards at trick four 
because he sees that there is 
nothing to be gained by 
ovemiffing the ten. He is sure 
la make at least one trump 
trick later on with his J-8-6-4, 
regardless of how the onseen 
dubs are distributed. At the 
same time. West sees he has a 
chance to gain a trump trick 
by simply discarding after 
South ruffs with the ten.
